Olaroon, one of the Iſlands of Banda, 
was in poſſeſſion of the Engliſh at the | 
time of the Treaty, in the Year 1619. and 
by agreemeht was to remain theirs; af- 
ter the Treaty came to the [dies, the 
Hollander; forbare the publiſhing thereof , _ 
inthe Iſlands of Bands, untill they had | 
taken Polaroon. But knowing that it 
muſt be reſtored again, according to the 
Treaty, they firſt take all courſes to 
make the Iſland little or nothing wortk :

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tition him to grant, them the Ppriviſedge 
of building a houſe, wherein they prex 
tended to diſpoſe of,, and lay vp: their 
Merchandizc,, ang alſo to have the Go- 
vernour and: Members of their Society 
inhabit ; which being once obtained, 
they not onely raife up a ſumptuous and 
beautiful building for habitation, bur ſo 
ſtrongly fortibe it, and jn ſo convenient a 
Situation, that they ſeem to'out-brave 
aud threaten the 7aponians; and will 
they, nill they, to maintain their Reſi- 
dence there; ſv/that now they have con- 
fidence enough to monopolize all Wares, 
ana put them off to the Shang at what 
rate they liſt: But their ſubtle-contri- 
vances being brought under ſuſpicion, 
were quickly diſcovered, and their towr- 
ing ambition ungexpecteuly Jaid in the 
duſt; for the 'Governour forthwith ſenc- 
ro them a great Band of: Soldzers,. with a 
Command, that: they ſhould either de- 
moliſh their.new-petty Babel, or: be im- 
megiately put all to the Sword; but ſelf. 
intereſt ſoon prompted them what they 
ſhould do, therefore (though.;unwilling- 
ly) yet with a ſeeming chearfuln1s: they 
obey the Gavernbrs gracious: command,

pliſhed. And ever after their actions 
were more narrowly obſerved, and the 
Zaponiansclaim'd the priviledge of pay- 
ing them in their own Coyn, to wit, mo- 
nopolizing all merchandize, and impo- 
ſing it on them at their own price. Thus 
you ſee the juſt recompenſe of ingrati- 
tude. 
But further, The Dutch ſeem to bea 
people wholly addicted to ſecular Inte- 
reſt, chooſing rather to enjoy their lives 
and profits, than hazard either in propa- 
gating the Chriſtian Religion; for the 
Laws of the Jepoxian Kingdome being 
| very ftrict and ſevere againſt Chriſtians, 
whereby they are frequently perſecuted 
{and meet with grievous and lamentable 
| LOrTures, to the end they may deny their 
Faith ; the Datch have not been obſerved 
at all to endeavour the promoting the
